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‘A blight on our town’ 

Insults are thrown and resignations are called for at a stormy town council 
meeting as months of anger surfaces over the clerk's controversial operation

A ROW broke out at a town 
council meeting this week 
over a long-awaited report 
into payment for a town 
clerk’s private neck opera¬ 
tion. 

An independent audi¬ 
tor said Newmarket Town 
Council’s decision to spend 
£6,900 on specialist sur¬ 
gery for Isabelle Barrett in 
March was “not appropri¬ 
ate”, following a six-month 
investigation which found 
the town council had acted 
outside its powers. 

Sparks flew at a meeting 
on Monday night due to a 
deep rift in the Conserva¬ 
tive-led council as the three 
Labour councillors - Joy 
Uney, Mick Jefferys and 
Chris Turner - had opposed 
the payment. 

The Labour group called 
for the resignation of Cllr 
Warwick Hirst, who had 
taken a lead in handling the 
matter as previous chair¬ 
man of the finance and pol¬ 
icy committee. 

Cllr Turner said: “I think 
Cllr Hirst just thinks he runs 
the council and I believe he

has run it into disrepute.” 

And Cllr Jefferys said: “I 
would like to remind the 
town council no one coun¬ 
cillor is any more important 
and no more influential 
than any other. 

“This seems to have been 
forgotten over the last nine 
months.” 

He said the auditor had 
contacted the town council 
in May but many council¬ 
lors had not been informed 
until September about the 
investigation. 

Cllr Uney added: “This 
council has put Newmarket 
on the map locally and na¬ 
tionally but for all the wrong 


reasons. This business is a 
blight on the council and at 
the annual meeting of the 
town, no councillor could 
have felt like they were serv¬ 
ing the people.” 

However Cllr Hirst was 
staunchly defended by oth¬ 
er members who described 
him as a man of “integrity”. 

Cllr Berry said: “This has 
clearly been a debacle. 

“It has been going on for 
so long and so much ill-feel¬ 
ing has been caused within 
the council and the town. 

“I find it concerning when 
we have got one councillor 
questioning the integrity of 
a man who I trust and who 


has not asked me to speak 
on his behalf.” 

The Labour councillors 
were criticised by Cllr Bill 
Sadler who said their objec¬ 
tions were “purely political” 
and calculated to be in time 
for the county council elec¬ 
tions in May where two of 
the councillors were stand¬ 
ing. 

He said: “If there was a 
blight on this town then it 
was caused by them. 

“All the way through it was 
decided by a larger major¬ 
ity.” 

Cllr Hirst said he was hap¬ 
py to accept the comments 
from the auditor and added: 


“The report simply says if it 
happens again then consid¬ 
er more carefully. 

“There is no punish¬ 
ment.” 

The council made its de¬ 
cision to pay for the opera¬ 
tion under Section 137 of 
the Local Government Act, 
which allows local authori¬ 
ties to incur expenditure 
which they believe is in the 
interests of their area. 

However, the auditor said: 
“We do not consider the use 
of this power to be appropri¬ 
ate in this situation or that it 
brought direct benefits to 
the inhabitants of the area. 

“It may have also brought 


indirect benefits, through 
potential savings of addi¬ 
tional envisaged costs, but 
the inhabitants did not di¬ 
rectly benefit from the ex¬ 
penditure.” 

The original decision to 
pay for surgery for Mrs Bar¬ 
rett’s neck condition was 
voted for by a majority dur¬ 
ing the confidential section 
of the agenda on March 25. 

The town council argued 
it was more cost effective 
to fund the operation than 
to pay Mrs Barrett sick pay 
of up to £25,000 while she 
waited for the surgery on

AN INSPECTOR has vis¬ 
ited Newmarket College this 
month and it is thought the 
struggling college is making 
progress. 

Nick Froy, interim head 
of school, told Newmarket 
Town Council at a meeting 
on Monday that an inspector 
had visited on November 13 
and 14 to check on progess 
since it was put into special 
measures earlier this year. 

He said: “I am not at lib¬ 
erty to say what he said other 
than his report was not that 
different from my own view.” 

Mr Froy, who took over 
leadership in October, said 
he hoped to return the col¬ 
lege to outstanding status. 

He said: “There is no point 
in being in this business if 
you are not going to do your 
best and the best I can do 
is make it an outstanding 
school.” 

He said the college had 
been through a “sustained

period of turbulence” but he 
was working hard to improve 
results by focusing on three 
priorities - raising attain¬ 
ment, outstanding learning 
and effective leadership. 

He added: “There is a final 
aim in this school which is 
to provide the best possible 
outcome for the young peo¬ 
ple of Newmarket and recog¬ 
nise that may not have been 
the case in the past.” 

The college recently 
formed a partnership with 
Samuel Ward Academy, in 
Haverhill, which it hopes will 
help it to become an acad¬ 


emy next April. 

Mr Froy said the rela¬ 
tionship with Samuel Ward 
Academy, which is rated out¬ 
standing by Ofsted, was “in¬ 
credibly positive” and he felt 
lucky to be able to benefit 
from the school’s expertise. 

Mr Froy said he also hopes 
to improve on the college’s 
engagement with the com¬ 
munity. 

Mr Froy said: “I know what 
a privilege it is to work in a 
community with such an es¬ 
tablished reputation as New¬ 
market and I feel the college 
must provide the right out¬ 
comes for the community it 
is privileged to be a part of. 

“That means much more 
engagement with employers 
in the town.” 

He said he would be talk¬ 
ing to businesses and em¬ 
ployers about what skills 
they want to see in school 
leavers.

Work by equine artist 
goes under the hammer 


PAINTINGS by a world-renowned equine 
artist, who died earlier this year, will go un¬ 
der the hammer tomorrow. 

Cheffins auctioneers in Cambridge will 
auction around 100 lots by artist Michael 
Jeffery, who attracted commissions from 
all over the world including royalty and Sir 
Henry Cecil. 

The New Zealand native moved to New¬ 
market in 1997 and worked in a studio in All 
Saints Road until he died in August aged 72 
after a long battle with cancer. 

Bidders can buy paintings of some of the

most iconic racehorses, including Galileo, 
Papillon, Shirocco, and Zarkava. 

A statement from his family said: “J.M.W. 
Turner’s clouds, Edgar Degas’s dancers and 
J.S. Sargent’s use of light inspired my father. 
He would spend at least a week with each 
horse to get to know the animal. He’d take 
photos, do sketches, spend time with the 
jockeys and trainers. 

“He would fill entire notebooks with 


sketches of the landscapes where the horses 
were, writing about the light and what col¬ 
ours he would use for the painting. 

“He studied Rembrandt and the Old Mas¬ 
ters for inspiration on how to create the light 
in the paintings. 

“He would then often do the painting 
more than twice to get the final product.”

Don't buy stolen 
goods: police 

THINK twice before buying goods from 
unknown sources - that is the message 
from police in Suffolk. 

Officers are urging people to 
remember if they are approached by 
someone offering them a bargain that it 
may have been acquired through illegal 
means. 

Det Chief Insp Bernie Morgan said: 

"As well as targeting burglars and 
thieves we also target those that items 
are sold on to - the handlers of stolen 
property or 'fences'. 

"When an item is taken there are a 
number of places it could end up but 
invariably it will be sold on. If no one 
bought stolen items it would remove 
the market for criminals." 

He said: "While realistically we know 
this is unlikely to happen, we know 
that most people wouldn't dream of 
burgling someone else's home and 
yet, by buying something that has 
been stolen, you are having the same 
effect - depriving someone else of their 
property and giving burglars a reason 
to go out and break-in." 

Anyone with information about where 
stolen items are being sold is asked to 
call Suffolk Police by dialling 101 or 
contact Crimestoppers, anonymously if 
required, on 0800 555 111.

Charlotte Vere: Currently executive 
director of the Girls’ Schools Associa¬ 
tion, Ms Vere has worked in the private 
sector for 25 years. 

She was the Conservative candidate

in Brighton Pavilion, where she in¬ 
creased the Tory vote but saw Caroline 
Lucas turn the constituency Green. She 
was finance director of the victorious 
No2AV campaign in the 2011 referen¬ 
dum, and has campaigned for Con¬ 
servative policies to be better targeted 
at women voters. 

Paul Bristow: The Conservative Fu¬ 
ture national chairman from 2003-05, 
Mr Bristow stood in Middlesbrough 
South and East Cleveland in 2010. 
There, he increased the Conservative 
vote share by 3.8 percentage points, 
cutting an 8,000 vote majority to 1,677. 
He is also a former Hammersmith and 
Fulham councillor. 

Lucy Frazer: A barrister, Ms Frazer 
specialises in commercial law. She is 
an activist in Hampstead and Kilburn 
Conservatives, an ultra-marginal seat 
in which campaigning is all, where she 
is deputy chairman of the association.

Man admits 
drink-driving 

A MAN who attempted to 
drive home after his part¬ 
ner couldn’t pick him up 
has been handed a driving 
ban. 

Matthew Scott, of 
Mildenhall Road, Ford- 
ham, pleaded guilty to an 
offence of drink-driving 
at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court on Friday. 

Magistrates heard how 
Scott was more than dou¬ 
ble the drink-drive limit 
when he was stopped by 
police earlier this month. 

Sally Rose, prosecuting, 
said Scott had been seen 
coming out of Burwell ex- 
service and social club, in 
The Causeway, on Novem¬ 
ber 2. 

He was stopped by po¬ 
lice and a breathalyser 
reading found Scott was 
more than double the legal 
drink-drive limit, with 86 
micrograms of alcohol in 
100 millitres of breath. The 
legal limit for driving is 35 
micrograms of alcohol. 

Scott, who represented 
himself in court, said he 
hadn’t intended to drive 
but his partner became ill. 

He said: “I made a stu¬ 
pid and foolish decision to 
drive home. I would like to 
apologise to both the po¬ 
lice and the court.” 

Magistrates banned him 
for just 18 months, because 
of his previous good record. 

He was fined £520, and 
has to pay £85 costs and a 
£52 victim surcharge.

the NHS. 

The auditor told Newmar¬ 
ket Town Council to fully 
document its reasons be¬ 
hind expenditure, to fully 
discuss and consider the 
implications and consider 
what powers they are relying 
on to incur the costs. 

No punishment or sanc¬ 
tions have been made. 

The money has been re¬ 
paid to the council by Cllr 
Shirley Crickmere, who is 
a relation of Mrs Barrett, as 
previously reported in the 
News. 

The town council voted 


to accept the recommenda¬ 
tions of the report. 

Newmarket resident Ian 
Bedford, who made a com¬ 
plaint to the audit commis¬ 
sion in May, said: “It’s a very 
flimsy report. 

“It is really disappointing; 
they seemed to think every¬ 
thing is fine now when the 
audit commission said it 
was beyond their powers to 
make that decision.” 

After the meeting, Mayor 
Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard said he 
hoped the council would be 
able to put the business be¬ 
hind them. 

He said: “The council did 
what it thought was best by 


a majority decision. 

“I think some of the per¬ 
sonal comments were un¬ 
justified but that is said in 
the heat of the debate. 

“I just hope we can get to¬ 
gether and do what we are 
supposed to be doing for 
the town. 

“I think if we fester forever 
and a day then we won’t get 
anywhere.”

Town's final say on Hatchfield Farm 


PLANS for a controversial housing develop¬ 
ment in Newmarket have been finally op¬ 
posed by the full Town Council. 

Representatives from the racing industry 
packed a meeting on Monday to voice their 
concern over Lord Derby’s plans for 400 
homes at Hatchfield Farm. 

William Gittus, chairman of the Newmar¬ 
ket Horsemen’s Group, said: “The town is 
faced with yet another premature applica¬ 
tion on Hatchfield Farm. 

“We consider the development will have a 
great impact on the town and the horse rac¬ 


ing industry on which so many jobs depend.” 

He said the application appeared to be 
only the first phase of a much larger devel¬ 
opment on the site. 

But planning consultant Bob Sellwood 
said no further housing applications would 
be submitted until the 2020s and they would 
be subject to due process. 

Mr Sellwood said an application for busi¬ 
ness premises was in the pipeline and would 
be submitted in 2014. 

The final decision will be made by Forest 
Heath District Council next year.

Neighbourhood 
panels scrapped 


MEETINGS where villag¬ 
ers could have their say 
on community issues 
have been scrapped as 
it is claimed they are “no 
longer effective”. 

Neighbourhood Panels 
were introduced in East 
Cambridgeshire in 2006 
but an all-party review 
has found the panels 
failed to attract enough 
residents despite sig¬ 
nificant resources being 
used to put them on. 

The group, which in¬ 
cludes representatives 
from the police, district 
and county councils and 
Sanctuary Housing, has 
recommended creat-

ing a new Parish/Town 
Council Forum as well as 
greater use of the Shap- 
eYourPlace websites. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of the Com¬ 
munity and Environ¬ 
ment Committee, said: 
“Neighbourhood Panels 
were very popular and 
successful when they 
first launched in the au¬ 
tumn of 2006. 

“They were a whole 
new way of engaging 
with communities which 
were really well received 
for the way they brought 
together all the bodies 


and organisations which 
worked for the benefit of 
an area. “Unfortunately 
despite the efforts of 
many people this initial 
success has dwindled in 
recent years.” 

The South Area Neigh- 
boorhood Panel, which 
covers villages such as 
Burwell, the Swaffhams, 
and Cheveley, focused on 
issues such as dog foul¬ 
ing, speeding through 
villages and antisocial 
behaviour. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “In 
simple terms, with the 
availability of new tech¬ 
nology people are engag¬ 
ing in different ways with 


the councils, the police 
and others which has left 
the panels behind. 

“Our challenge now 
is to develop new fo¬ 
rums which will better 
meet the needs of our 
residents and use initia¬ 
tives such as ShapeYour- 
Place as a way for com¬ 
munities to raise issues 
throughout East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“We will continue to 
do this work in partner¬ 
ship to make sure we 
harness the strength and 
ideas of our residents.” 

The five panels will 
cease to exist on March 
312014. 


Physics 
honour 
for vice 
principal 

A TEACHER has described 
his delight at being the first 
educator to win prestigious 
recognition for his work in 
Physics. 

Kevin Ward, vice princi¬ 
pal of Mildenhall College 
Academy, has been lauded 
by the Insitute of Physics 
for his work on training 
teachers and encouraging 
students to study the sub¬ 
ject. 

Mr Ward, 39, who has 
been working at the col¬ 
lege since September, said: 
“They recognised me be¬ 
cause as a teacher I have 
been making an impact on 
students studying physics 
and also improving teach¬ 
ing of the subject. 

“There is a huge demand 
for physics graduates and 
we need to meet that de¬ 
mand because we have a 
hugely technological soci¬ 
ety.” 

Previous recipients of 
the honour include Dame 
Athene Donald DBE, pro¬ 
fessor of experimental 
physics at Robinson Col¬ 
lege Cambridge and Profes¬ 
sor Thomas Kibble, who is 
noted for his co-discovery 
of the Higgs Boson particle, 
often known as the ‘God’ 
particle. 

Mr Ward, who lives in 
Norfolk, said: “I was up 
against top individuals and 
companies so the recogni¬ 
tion is great.” 

In his new role as vice 
principal, Mr Ward is work¬ 
ing on improving the cur¬ 
riculum at Mildenhall Col¬ 
lege Academy, not just in 
physics but in all academic 
subjects.

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New laws crack down on careless drivers 


A BLITZ on tailgating and lane¬ 
hogging motorists on the A14 
and Mil after new laws were 
launched has netted two dozen 
careless drivers. 

Drivers have been fined £100 
in Cambridgeshire since new 
laws were introduced in August 
for driving a vehicle without due 
care and attention. 

Eight motorists were fined for 
‘driving a vehicle without rea¬ 


sonable consideration to other 
users’. 

Tailgaters were fined seven 
times and five motorists were 
given on-the-spot fixed penalty 
notices for hogging middle or 
outside lanes. 

Another driver was fined for 
‘inappropriate speed’ and a 
further seven for wheel-spins, 
handbrake turns and other care¬ 
less manoeuvres. 


Details of why the other 12 
fines were dished out was not 
recorded. 

Under the new measures, of¬ 
ficers can issue £100 fines and 
three points rather than taking 
drivers to court. 

Government ministers said it 
would make tackling problem 
motorists easier but the AA said 
a third of drivers risked facing a 
fine. 


A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman said: “We will 
not tolerate inconsiderate and 
careless driving on our county’s 
roads. 

“These results show that there 
are still far too many motorists 
who think it is acceptable to 
commit offences when driving 
and should take head of the new 
laws as officers will continue to 
enforce them.” 
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Drunk man 
attacked wife, 
court is told 


A MAN downed 13 beers and shots of 
vodka and whiskey before going home 
and attacking his estranged wife. 

Guntars Kravalis, 25, who was given a 
suspended prison sentence after admit¬ 
ting ABH, demanded to see his wife, who 
he had split from but still lived with in 
Newmarket, after leaving De Niro’s night¬ 
club in the early hours of September 9 - 
and claimed he was just after a cuddle. 

But when he got to her room, he at¬ 
tacked her, leaving her with a bruised 
face, bloodied nose, and injuries to her 
arm and neck. 

He told police he did it because his 
wife was “messing with his life”. 

In a statement read to the court, his 
wife said: “I can’t say how many times 
he punched me but it was a lot. He used 
both hands with clenched firsts and 
punched me in the face several times.” 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, told Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court: “She said that at 
one point during the assault he took hold

of her neck and she said that he tried 
to strangle her, that he had both hands 
round her neck and she felt as if she 
nearly lost consciousness.” 

Jacob Edwards, mitigating, said Krava¬ 
lis, who has two young children in his na¬ 
tive Latvia, had expressed “real remorse”. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth, sentencing, 
said he was in no doubt the incident hap¬ 
pened because he had drunk so much. 

He said: “In fact behaviour like that 
when in drink makes the offence more 
serious as does going to the house at 
night, as does trying to force your way 
into the room and attacking her in her 
own bedroom.” 

Kravalis, formerly of Cheveley Road, 
Newmarket, was given a six-month jail 
sentence suspended for a year, which in¬ 
cludes a supervision and domestic abuse 
action requirements, and a restraining 
order.

injured jockeys 

The Injured Jockeys Fund marks its 50th anniversary next 

year. Feature by Lauren Cope [ * 


T HE promise was to “help those whose 
courage and skill give us so much pleas¬ 
ure”. 

And, over the last 50 years, the Injured 
Jockeys Fund (IJF) has truly lived up to its 
original aim, helping over 1,000 jockeys and 
their families, and paying out over £1.7 mil¬ 
lion in charitable assistance. 

After Tim Brookshaw and Paddy Farrell 
were left paralysed in the 1964 Grand Na¬ 
tional, it became apparent that little help was 
available to jockeys who had suffered life¬ 
changing injuries. 

A group including Fred Winter, John Law- 
rence and Ford John Oaksey, trustee and for¬ 
mer president, came together to offer sup¬ 
port. 

Today, its host of initiatives includes pro¬ 
viding medical care, consultations, regular 
treatment, physiotherapy, respite accommo¬ 
dation and even the provision of mortgages 
for those whose income is affected. 

The Fund, based in Victoria Way, Newmar¬ 
ket, has released a collection of products and 
will host dozens of race days next year to 
commemorate its 50th anniversary and the 
work it has done. 

Fisa Hancock, chief executive of the IJF, 
said: “You name the injury, we get it - from 
severe head and spinal injuries to broken col¬ 
lar bones. 

“After they have been injured they may not 
be able to work again, so we give them finan¬ 
cial assistance. Our nine Almoners visit the 
jockeys to assess their financial need.” 

In 2009, the Fund looked to expand and

opened a £5 million rehabilitation centre - 
Oaksey House, in Fambourn. 

The accommodation provides permanent 
homes for some retired jockeys and their 
families, and offers others temporary stays 
while completing treatment. 


Construction of another centre, the Jack 
Berry House in Malton, is under way, with its 
opening set to coincide with the anniversary. 

Earlier this year, the Fund released a series 
of commemorative products to mark the oc¬ 
casion, including china plates, trinket pots 
and a calendar illustrated by the members of 
the Society of Equestrian Arts. 

The launch was kicked off with the release 
of a book, The Injured Jockey Fund: 50 Years 
1964 to 2014. 

In the foreword, patron Princess Anne, 
said: “This book tells how the charity began 
in the wake of career-ending injuries to jock¬ 
eys Paddy Farrell and Tim Brookshaw in the 
early 1960s and then steadily grew to become 
the energetic organisation it is today.” 

She continues to say that it “celebrates the 
tireless efforts of a group of dedicated men 
and women”. 

Ms Hancock, who was managing director 
at Newmarket Racecourses from 2000 until 
2007, said the products had proved popular 
with fans. 

She said: “It’s going really well so far. The of¬ 
ficial celebration and launch will be in April, 
to mark the actual anniversary of the Fund’s 
creation. 

“Every racecourse in the country has kindly 
agreed to get behind us and will hold an IJF

She added: “There are several racing chari¬ 
ties out there, but we are specific to jockeys 
which is helpful to us.

The IJF has also released a range of Christ¬ 
mas cards and gifts, which are available on¬ 
line.

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Rustling up the 
festive feast... 


IT’S the most anticipated 
meal of the year - no pressure 
then! But with a little plan¬ 
ning, anyone can rustle up 
a festive feast fit for (three) 
kings. Andy Welch does his 
prep and passes on some 
handy tips... 

Does your turkey squeak 
like a guinea pig when you 
chew it? Do your sprouts have 
no bite and even less flavour? 
And how are your roasties - 
soft, anaemic and greasy? 

That’ll never do. Not at 
Christmas. 

Few meals seem as impor¬ 
tant as Christmas dinner. 
There’s a table full of hungry 
people to feed, and it’s im¬ 
possible not to feel a certain 
amount of pressure when 


putting it all together. 

But whether you’re cooking 
for two or 22, the rules stay 
the same. Firstly, plan ahead. 
Sit down and think about 
what you’re going to cook, 
bearing in mind cooking 
times, how many hobs you 
have and oven space. There’s 
no point planning to roast 
five veg if you only have a tiny 
oven, for example. 

As a rule, don’t think of get¬ 
ting a turkey larger than 121b. 
Any bigger than that and by 
the time it’s cooked it won’t 
be worth eating. If you need 
more meat than that, or want 
to have enough for a few days’ 
worth of turkey sandwiches, 
get two birds. 

If you don’t fancy a whole 


turkey, look at getting a 
crown - that’s just the breast 
- or find a recipe for Turkey 
Wellington. The added bonus 
there is that you can make it 
the day before and just bake 
it on the day. 

You could always throw tra¬ 
dition out of the window and 
opt for a joint of beef instead, 
or a goose, or poussins all 
round. If you don’t want tur¬ 
key, don’t have it! 

If you are having poultry, 
make your gravy in advance 
and freeze it.

flour and cook for a minute, 
then turn up the heat, add a 
glass or two of red wine. Re¬ 
duce until most of the liquid’s 
disappeared then add two 
pints of chicken or vegetable 
stock.

Prep like this will help.

THE am-dram Cambridge Operatic Society 
(CaOS) is gearing up to perform Richard 
Rogers and Oscar Hammerstein IPs (they of 
Oklahoma and The Sound of Music) South 
Pacific at the Arts Theatre. 

Adapted from the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
novel, Tales of the South Pacific, by James A 
Michener, the show is chock-a-block full of 
hits and romance. 

We had a brief chat with professional 
director Chris Cuming: 

Tell us about the show - what should people 
expect? 

It's based on a collection of stories about 
people on the island of South Pacific during 
the Second World War. 

It's based around a love story, but there are 
all these underlying stories about race. There 
are a lot of political undertones, and when it 
came out it was a huge thing, a big moment 
for everyone. A lot of big Broadway American 
shows are based on the American dream, and 
this actually dealt with some difficult topics. 
You make it sound quite heavy going... 

It's also a show where every song is a hit! 
You've got Some Enchanted Evening, Nothing 
Like A Dame, Cotta Wash That Man Right 
Outta My Hair, it's a real Broadway classic 
show but also with a really genuine story. 
That's what we've really strived to do in 
rehearsals, is to get this human story across. 
So why should people come along? 

It's a warming piece that has a wonderful 
sense of optimism and hope. And it's a good 
laugh too. People will have a really enjoyable 


night and hear the classics they've grown 
up with. But also, see and listen to a true, 
human story where everyone can relate to 
a character, or to a thought, whether we've 
said it out loud or not. We've all experienced 
some of what these characters are going 
through and the moral dilemmas they're put 
in. 

Have you put much of a twist on the 
original? 

For me what's important about it is staying 
true to the real story. Sometimes on musicals 
people can get carried away with the 
showmanship and the pizazz factor, but for 
me that's there in the music; it's about finding 
the beauty of the story. It's not just a musical 
for us; we're playing it like a play. 

It’s ok if you’re not too fussed by musicals in 
general then? 

It's a show for everyone. It's not just for 
the musical theatre lovers out there, if 
you love a really good hearty story, then 
this is a show to come along to. There are 
some huge moments. We've got 28 in the 
orchestra, which is big for any show, let alone 
a local company, so the sound is going to be 
absolutely extraordinary. 

What else should we know? 

For me it's been great to come and see and 
enjoy the talent that Cambridge has got. 
That's what's joyous about these shows. 
What’s your last word on the matter? 

It might be the winter but come and see this 
summer show in the South Pacific! 

We might just do that.

ALMOST 50 years after Mary 
Poppins first charmed cinema 
audiences, Robert Stevenson's 
magical film continues to 
cast a spell with its lively 
characters, heartwarming 
sentiment and hummable 
tunes. 

Yet the colour-saturated 
fantasy, which won five 
Oscars almost never 
materialised on the big 
screen. Australian-born British 
novelist PL Travers, who 
penned the series of books 
on which the film was based, 
famously rebuffed Walt 
Disney's efforts to purchase 
the rights for more than 20 
years. 

When she finally relented 
in 1961, Travers was granted 
script approval. Archive 
recordings of the meetings 
between the author, 
screenwriter Don DaGradi and 
songwriter brothers Richard 
and Robert Sherman reveal 
her resistance to the Disney- 
fication of her beloved nanny. 

That infamous tug-of-war 
between the writer and 
Hollywood filmmaker is 
recreated in Saving Mr Banks, 
an elegant and witty comedy 



emboldened by tour-de-force 
performances from Emma 
Thompson and Tom Hanks. 

When we first meet Travers 
(Thompson), she has fallen 
on hard times yet still refuses 
to entertain the advances 
of Disney (Hanks). Yet the 
filmmaker is persistent and 
eventually, Travers flies 
to America to meet Walt 
and team including Don 
DaGradi (Bradley Whitford), 
Richard Sherman (Jason 
Schwartzman) and his brother 
Robert (BJ Novak). 

Despite a touching 
friendship with her chauffeur 
Ralph (Paul Giamatti), 

Travers is unmoved by the 
re-imagining of her cherished 
text and eventually she snaps, 
telling Disney: "Mary Poppins 
is not for sale. I won't have 
her turned into one of your 


silly cartoons." 

Something has to give and 
it is Disney who realises that 
if he is to win over the author, 
he must confront the ghosts 
of his own past. 

Saving Mr Banks is an 
embarrassment of riches, 
from the stunning lead 
performances to John Lee 
Hancock's assured direction 
and Kelly Marcel and Sue 
Smith's script, which intercut 
events in 1960s California 
with vignettes from Travers's 
turbulent childhood in 1906 
Australia. 

Hancock strikes just the right 
balance between humour 
and heart-tugging sentiment, 
culminating in a glitzy world 
premiere screening where 
Travers finally shares Mary 
with the rest of the world and 
in so doing, sets herself free.

Celebrate th 

cranberry 


CRANBERRIES are the staple fruit of Christmas, 
creating the sauce synonymous with turkey or adding 
warmth to winter punches, relishes and jellies. 

These beautiful deep red berries aren't only 
popular with us though, they are also adored by 
wetland birds, so this year, Wildfowl and Wetland 
Trust wetland centres all 
across the country are holding 
their first ever Craneberry 
Fest - a celebration of the 
famous wetland fruit and 
an iconic wetland bird, the 
crane, after which cranberries 
are named. From November 
30 until January 26, WWT 
Wetland Centres, supported by 
Ocean Spray, will be showing 
visitors how to make beautiful 
cranberry decorations for the 
tree and cranberry bird feeders. 

The plant was first named 
by early European settlers in America who felt the 
expanding flower, stem and petals resembled the 
neck, head, and bill of a crane. Most cranberries are 
still grown in boggy areas of North America and 
eastern Europe. They're not widely grown in this 
country, although specialist fruit nurseries may offer 
a few types and the RHS also sells them. 

The plants do have some visual worth, as they are

evergreen and low growing, with pink bell flowers. 

Cranberry 'Pilgrim', for instance, available from the 
RHS ( www.rhs.org.uk ) is a low-growing, evergreen 
cranberry with small, leathery leaves on lax stems 
that have an arching habit. Its attractive shape can 
be best admired when planted in a container so it 
can cascade over the sides of the 
pot. The tiny pinkish-red flowers 
appear in spring and are followed 
by tart dark red berries, a regular 
superfood packed with nutrients 
and vitamins. 'Early Black' has a 
spreading habit, evergreen leaves 
and large dark blue, fairly sweet 
fruit. 

If you have problems with 
drainage in your garden, the 
cranberry might actually be for 
you. They need extremely acidic 
soil, with a pH of less than 5, and 
semi-bog conditions. They prefer 
sun but will also withstand light shade. 

If you're planting them in the ground, dig a hole 
40cm (16in) deep and line the base and sides with 
plastic sheeting. Fill with an ericaceous compost and 
mulch with 5cm (2in) of sawdust or wood shavings. 
Punch a few small holes in the sides of the plastic 
just above the bottom to allow water to seep out. 

If you can, use rain water to thoroughly wet the

compost and trample it like grapes until the soil is 
soaking. 

"Keeping them well watered is really important 
and early to mid-summer is critical," adds Hunt. 

"Most days you will need to check the pot. They 
have a shallow root run so a pot 12 inches deep 
would be sufficient and ideally you want a pot which 
is wide but shallow." 

In spring, feed the plants with sulphate of 
ammonia, sulphate of potash and bonemeal and 
top-dress with ericaceous compost. 

If you are growing in pots you can control the 
conditions more effectively by spring planting in 
peaty ericaceous compost enhanced with around 
10% lime-free grit. You'll need to keep the plants 
really wet, so stand the pots in wide saucers that 
remain topped up with water, particularly rainwater, 
as tap-water contains too much lime. 

Feed the plants every week during the growing 


season with a product specifically formulated for 
acid-loving plants and you should be harvesting the 
berries in September and October. They will keep in 
the fridge for a good few weeks or you can freeze 
them or pop them on a tray in the oven on its lowest 
setting for a few hours to dry them. 

Once the dried cranberries start to look like raisins, 
they can be added to bird feeders, while the fresh 
ones can be made into festive tree decorations, using 
floral wire and threading cranberries and craft beads 
through it to form circles. 

You can also make snowflake decorations using 
a foam ball in the centre. Thread 5in pieces of wire 
through it to form the spokes of a snowflake shape 
and thread cranberries on to the wire, gluing a craft 
bead at the end of each wire spoke, to secure the 
berries.

“You can understand Ely not 
letting us play football the way we 
wanted to because they’re not going 


to get out of trouble doing that, but 
they dug in and did the dirty stuff 
you have to do to get results.” 

Mildenhall were beaten 2-0 at 
Haverhill Rovers. 

Rovers striker Dan Cornwell had 
a penalty appeal turned down in 
the first half while Alicion Blake and 
Richard Logan both went close for 
the visitors and Dave Werthmann 
had an effort ruled out for a foul in 
the build-up. 

But Andrew Ofuso broke the 
deadlock in the second half after 
being put through by Ben Robinson 
and 17-year-old debutant Jordan 
Read ensured victory with the hosts’ 
second with his first touch after 
coming off the bench. 

Christian Appleford, Milden¬ 
hall boss, said: “I’m disappointed 
because on a heavy pitch we played 
really well first half and controlled 
the game. 

“Anything they had was just down 
to an individual error, but what we 
lacked was finishing in the key points 
when we had some good openings. 

“We didn’t have enough quality 
in the final third and there were a 
number of times we got in position 
to cross with people waiting at the 
back post and didn’t make the most 
of it. 

“The second half was more like a 
game of tennis and we couldn’t exert 
any control over it. 

“A 2-0 win for them looks 
comfortable, but it wasn’t and it’s 
disappointing because they didn’t 
beat us, we’ve let them win. 

“I’d be happy to play them again 
tomorrow and feel the result would 
probably change if we did.”

Moore to the fore in Japan Cup victory

RYAN Moore played a major part in 
Gentildonna’s historic Japan Cup 
victory as she became the first horse 
to win the Tokyo feature twice. 

The Newmarket-based jockey 
was on board Sei Ishizaka’s filly for 
the first time, as Yasunari Iwata had 
been in the saddle when she took a 
rough renewal 12 months earlier. 

There was no luck for the three 
European raiders - Dunaden fared 
best to be fifth - but Moore was at 
the very top of his game in the race 
as he drove her past the line a nose 
ahead of the fast-finishing Denim 
And Ruby. 

Gentildonna had finished sec¬ 
ond to St Nicholas Abbey in Dubai’s 


Sheema Classic last March and was 
always in a prominent position, 
with Moore taking a commanding 
position with a furlong remaining 
but having to hold on desperately 
at the finish with rivals appearing 
from right across the track. 

“Gentildonna has never run a 
bad race,” said Moore. 

“Unfortunately the race went 
very slow, and I had to let her take 
me into it. We were a little more for¬ 
ward than I had originally planned 
to have been. 


“When we started racing from 
the 800 (metre-mark) she picked up 
very well to get to the front by the 
furlong marker. She’s just so honest, 
and being a top horse she just kept 
giving that little bit more and just 
had enough. 

“I got a call when I was in Santa 
Anita asking me to ride her, and I 
was very happy to ride her. 

“Lrom an international point of 
view, you want be competing in as 
many big races around the world 
and the Japan Cup is right up there 


with the Dubai World Cup, Kentucky 
Derby and the Melbourne Cup. 

“You look down and see some 
really special horses that have won 
it and it’s just great to have your 
name on that board.” 

Newmarket trainer Ed Dunlop’s 
Joshua Tree raced prominently for 
Johnny Murtagh but faded to even¬ 
tually trail home last. 

Dunlop said: “I think he got up¬ 
set with all that razzmatazz and the 
build-up before the start. 

“Johnny said that he lost the plot 


before the race and didn’t want to 
run in the race. It’s fantastic though, 
Gentildonna winning twice in a 
row, and we’ll be back.”
